None of tho Inmate Injured Strange Case

of Coma Mini n I'tincrul Postponed

Ochiltree In Executive Session.

Indianapolis, Iud., Jan. '23. Shortly
nftor 2 o'clock iu tho morning II ro broke out
iu tho engine room of tho femnlo department
of tho iusano liospitul, west of this city, and
before tbo (ltiuios could bo stayed they had
destroy d tho clmpol, kitchen, bakery, engino-loo-

laundry, dining-roo- employes' sleep
ing apartments, .and oilleors' dining-roo-

These wore contained iu two brick buildings,
in tho rear of tho main building, and
nothing remains of thorn but the walls.
Tho loss to the stato will bo
nbout ?!:5,000. Tho stato insures nono of this
property. Tho fight against tho flro was
made under great dlsudviuitago, tho wator
supply being scant. Supt Fletcher and all
tho attendants behaved tvith remarkable
coolness and eillcioucy. TJ.ey nrousod and
dressed tho patients in the oxposod wurds of
tho building preparatory t removing them
to a safo place, should the flames reach tho
main structure.

Somo of tho wards in the center of tho
building, where tho flames would have
reachod first, wero vacated and the jxitti'nts
removed, but in tho other wards the pntfeuta
remained undisturbed. Nono of tho 1,700
patients, in tho institution were injured,
and there was no violent outbreak among
them. Tho lire will feriously embarrass the
management in tho working of the institu-
tion until tho buildings shall be replaced.

A special train liearing the mayor, city
ofllcials, citizens and a part of northern and
western visitors was to meet the old lwll train
at a small station a short distance outsldo the
city. Somo one of tho northorn passengers
suggested that the train procoed as far as
Beauvior, the home of Jefferson Davis, and
thore uieet'tho bell, This was agreed to and
a telegram sent to Mr. Davis. At tho depot
ho appeared in n buggy and was received
with cheers. Mr. Davis made a short ad-

dress, thanking the party for their consideia-tlo- n

in inviting him to participate in the re-
ception and do homage to the old rello nnd
accepting tho invitation to proceed with tho
train to Now Orlouns.
